That would provide time for a more 
comprehensive compromise, and some 
of its features already seemed plain. One 
key House committee was considering* 
phased decontrol of oil, similar to Ford's 
plan but with a lower ceiling price, A 
consensus was also building on some 
sort of windfall-profits tax for oil compa- 
nies, mandatory mileage standards for 
new automobiles, the creation of a strate- 
gic oil reserve — and a multimillion- 
dollar trust fund to help find new ways of 
keeping up with the nation's need for 
energy.

Every foreign intelligence apent had 
suspected it and every major mafioso had 
known for sure, but last week director 
Clarence Kelley made it official: the FBI, 
he reported, has in the past made "sur- 
reptitious entries" into carious places, 
foreign embassies included, to obtain 
what it felt was important information. 
Kelley said the break-ins began during 
WorldWarll and were largely discontin- 
ued by L Edgar Hoover in 1966, and be 
implied they were legal because the 
agents "acted in good faith" But the 
disclosure touched off a major furor: 
Attorney Genera I Edward Levi prom ised 
a criminal investigation, several foreign

no badge, no guns, no credentials. 
Almost always they wore the standard 
uniform of suit and tie, but with lutiels 
and cleaner£^rjyo£^£moyed "It was 
your ass if you got caught, " recalled a 



former agent who said he had taken part 
in many break- ins. "You were told, |If 
you get caught, you're on your own'/] 
They were known as "black-bag teams" 
or "black-bag boys" and they usually 
consisted— at a minimum— of a lock- 
smith, a lookout and a couple of men to 
do the ransacking. Depending on the 
purpose of the break- in, one of them 
would know how to use a camera or 
install a bug. Sometimes a "slugger" was 
sent along to intercept unexpected visi- 
tors, "We had guys who, if they went bad, 
would be the best second-story men in 
the world," boasted one former agent. 
Over the years, a Justice Department 
official told Newsweek's 
Stephan Lesher, the FBI 
conducted about 1,500 
break- ins of foreign embas- 
sies and missions , mob hang- 
* outs and the headquarters of 
such extremist groups as the 
Ku Klux Klan and the Ameri- 
can Communist Party. Em- 
bassy break-ins, averaging 
one a month by one estimate, 
were usually staged to get 
information that could help 
the National Security Agen- 
cy break foreign codes. 

Bugs; One top source said 
last week that he never knew 
of a case in which the FBI 
planted a bug in an embassy; 
if the code were cracked, no 
bug would be needed any- 
way and, besides, a diplo- 
matic bug was almost sure to 
be found. But break-ins 
against organized-crime fig- 
ures and U.S. Communists 
were almost always to plant 
bugs. "They had bugs in mob 
apartments ail over New 
York/' said one government 
investigator. 

A break- in at a mob office 
in Brooklyn, for example, 
might employ only a lookout, 
a driver for a getaway car and 
a couple of agents. But a 
break-in at a major embassy 
or mission would require not 
only a skilled team, but doz- 
ens of agents to fan out across 
e city ■ and watch all of the 50 to 60 
persons known to have keys to the 
building. The agents who entered usual - 
ly would take in sensitive cameras (capa- 
ble of taking pictures without a Hash) and 
small copying machines that could be 
folded into a suitcase " They wouldn't 
read aaytkgm^'* said one FBI source.

Two sources said that the FBI actually 
smuggled out an entire coding machine 
about Fifteen years ago. Borrowing a 
truck and uniforms from a garbage- 
collection company, agents drove into 
the yard of the Czech Embassy in Wash- 
ington and waited near an open window, 
through which a Czech defector passed 
not only the machine but nearly a truck- 
load of files. "They were so excited that 
they forgot to pick up the garbage," said 
one source. The next morning, the FBI 
filmed the results from a hide-out. "One 
of the funniest things you'd ever see," 
the source said, "was the film of the 
Czech deputy chief of security going to 
the Soviet Embassy with his hat in his 
hand. The Czechs couldn't even wire 
Prague to tell them what had happened. 
They had to go to the Soviet Embassy 
and use the Soviet machines/* 

Salute: This same source and another 
agreed that in the late 1950s and early 
1960s the FBI also broke ipto the Polish 
and Yugoslav embassies- in Washington. 
At least three separate bureau sources 
agreed that there was" "no way" for 
agents to penetrate the Soviet Embassy, 
so instead they targeted Soviet satellite 
countries. Even allies, such as France or 
Japan, were occasional targets, as were 
the Arab states. "All the Arab embassies 
were easy," said one bureau source. 
"The only problem was tripping over the 
Israelis already inside." He said that in at 
least one case -FBI agents breaking into 
an Arab mission found themselves face 
to face with Israeli agents. What happens 
in such cases? **You salute each other 
and walk away/* the source said. "No- 
body wants any trouble." 

There were enough problems as it 
was. Once, in a mob headquarters in the 
Midwest, an agent pJantinf a micro- 
phone slipped on a yn*t in the a«ic *nd 
tkiuit Uii litiA dxioufrU die filing ov tin- 
room below. The agents had to wake up 



the owner of a hardware store 
^ind get plaster to repair the 
ceiling before dawn. During 
the late 1950s, two sources 
said, an agent had a heart 
attack and died while help- 
ing with a bag job in one of 
the Eastern European em- 
bassies. And sometimes local 
Colice stumbled onto an FBI 
reak-in. When that hap- 
pened, "You hit the cop and 
you ran/' said one former 
agent. Said another: 44 There 
were some nasty confronta- 
tions in back alleys/' 

Two sources recalled a 
case ten years ago in which 
FBI agents had earlier plant- 
ed a bug in the office of a mob 
attorney and had "gone back 
in to juice it up." One agent 
dropped something that he 
shouldn't have been carrying 
anyway— either his creden- 
tials or a report with his name 
on it — and when the lawyer came in next 
morning, it was clear the FBI had been 
there. As the sources recalled it, the 
agent was fired. 

There were cases in which local police 
concealed the FBI's tracks. More than a 
decade ago, a former New York City 
policeman recalled, the FBI broke into 
the apartment of a Soviet diplomat as- 
signed to the United Nations. As usual, 
there was an agent on watch in the lobby 
of the apartment, but the Russian — who 
had forgotten some theater tickets — 
somehow returned without being spot- 
ted. When he discovered the agents, 
their only recourse was to pretend that 
they really were burglars. They hit him, 
knocked him down and hurriedly ran- 
sacked the room. The Russians called the 
cops, who came to investigate, but later 
that night the FBI told the detectives not 
to probe too hard. The detectives were 
unhappy about it because they had to fill 
out monthly status reports on the "un- 
solved* * case . 

On one occasion, however, F 
the FBI unwittingly helped the 
New York police. An FBI agent 
was breaking into the apartment 
of a mobster while a lookout and 
a getaway man waited in sepa- 
rate cars. The plan \va*~for the 
"burglar" to come out and signal 
to the lookout, who would honk 
twice; the getaway car would 
drive up and speed the "bur- 
glar" away. "Off they went at 90 
miles per hour/* said a former 
agent. "About six blocks away, 
the driver looks at the passenger 
and says, *\Vho the f— are you?*

SURREPTITIOUS ENTRY 



Between the years 1942 to 1967, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FEI) utilised surreptitious entry in cases bearing 
on the security of the Nation* Wnen a Special Agent In Charge 
(SAC) of a field office considered tlie technique necessary to 
the conduct of en investigation, he would make his request to 
the appropriate Assistant Director , justifying need for a 
surreptitious entry and assuring it could be safely accomplished 
with full security. In accordance with Director's Hoover's 
instructions, a meniorandua outlining the facts of the request 
was then prepared for approval of Mr. Tolsoa, the Associate 
Director, or Director Hoover. Subsequently , the aiea*orandusi 
was filed in the Assistant Director's office under a *Do Hot 
File" procedure, and thereafter destroyed. In the field office, 
tne SAC i maintained a record of approval, as a control device, 
in his office safe. At the next yearly field office inspection, 
a review would be *ade of these records by the Inspector to 
insure that the SAC was not acting without prior Headquarters 
approval in conducting surreptitious entries. Opon completion of 
this review, these records were then destroyed, /accordingly, 
In attempting to now reconstruct tltose instances of surreptitious 
entry, FEI Headquarters necessarily had to rely upon search of 
our indices and the recollection of Special Agents who rdght 
have knowledge of such activity.

(3) "personnel of GID 
are unaware of any cases within its supervisory responsibility 
wherein microphone installations were made requiring an illegal 
entry. The basis for Mr. Buckley's reference to Kidnaping and 
Extortion cases is unknown.

It is further pointed out 
that approval of entry is handled under the provisions of Title m of the 
Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968. In the preparation 
of affidavits, FBI Agents coordinate activities with the appropriate U. SL 
Attorney in the judicial district where installation is desired, and the 
affidavit is forwarded to FBI Headquarters for review by appropriate 
supervising Agents, Legal Counsel Divi sion, and the Director of the FBI. 
Thereafter, it is forwarded to the Department of Justice for approval of the 
Attorney General or his designate. Thereafter, approval is obtained 
from a U. S. District Judge in the district of origin of the affidavit.

Category number 8, regarding the "identity of 
all FBI personnel who took part in the entries , and any 
person who approved or recommended such entry , tt may be 
answered by identifying (1) the Field Supervisor and 
highest approving authority in the field office who to- 
gether recommended the action to FBIHQ, (2) the FBIHQ 
case supervisor and highest approving Bureau official 
who together approved the activity for a field office, 
(3) approval of the Attorney General on the appropriate 
date, and (4) the identities of the Special Agents who 
actually took part in the installation , or survey. 

With respect to (1) and (2) in the foregoing 
paragraph , Mr. Allen recognized that on some occasions 
officials such as Relief Supervisors , Assistant Special 
Agents in Charge, Night Supervisors, #1 Men, etc., would 
approve field communications to FBIHQ recommending surveys 
and installations, and subsequent FBIHQ authorizations to 
the field. Where appropriate therefore, the identity of 
the individual signing a communication, and for whom, 
should be noted. 

With respect to the identities of Special Agents 
who took part in the actual survey and installation, 
Mr. Allen was advised that FBIHQ and field office files 
normally would not reveal this information. Mr. Allen 
inquired if the data might be obtained through recollection 
of field office Special Agents assigned to the appropriate 
areas of investigation. He was advised that in a number 
of instances, the information might be obtained by this 
method, although retirements, reassignments, and deaths 
of Agent personnel would undoubtedly hinder the attempt. 
Mr. Allen indicated the Bureau should make a reasonable 
effort to secure the requested identities. 

An additional area of question; namely, the 
lack of any indication in FBIHQ and field office files 
that a trespass or entry was committed during a survey 
for microphone installation was brought to Mr. Allen ? s 
attention. The matter was resolved in favor of indicating 
where appropriate, in the Bureau's response to the 
Department, that FBIHQ and field office files contain no 
indication an entry was effected for the survey. Where 
evidence exists to the contrary, the survey would be 
treated as an entry.
